A great many 
people, especially those with a 
high tolerance for pain. will 
completely ignore mild, tem­ 
porary symptoms, including 
pain. 
A transient episode of chest 
discomfort and pain may 
sometimes be considered to be 
indigestion Then the episode is 
completely 
forgotten and 
rarely even mentioned to the 
doctor. 
Later, 
a 
routine 
elec­ 
trocardiogram * EKG) may 
show small areas of scar tissue 
in the heart that are evidence of 
that overlooked tiny heart at­ 
tack. 
The lesson that must be 
ieamed is that even transient 
episodes of chest paul should be 
noted and called to the attention 
of a doctor. By recognizing 
these 
small” heart attacks, 
there is a greater chance of 
preventing a severe coronary 
Reorientation of patterns of 
living, weight reduction and 
elimination of tobacco following 
a sm a ll heart attack may turn 
out to be of eventual life-saving 
value.
